As was discussed with the Examiner, the Inventor suggested rearranging 
paragraphs [0007], [0008], [0009], [0010], [0011], [0015], [0024] and [0033] of the Specification 
to better clarify the description of the operation of the invention. Specifically, the Inventor noted 
that the original text utilized, in several places the expression "different wavelengths of light" to 
present the case of a separate group of light quanta coming from the same light source (therefore 
having the same spectral power density or spectrum). Applicant had previously corrected this 
unclear language by using the expression "same wavelengths of light" in response to the First 
Office Action. Following Applicant's explanation of the description and operation of the 
invention, the Examiner suggested that the Applicant revise the text and the Claims to reflect the 
intended meaning for Examiner's further review. In response thereto, Applicant has struck the
